But no responsible oflicial has yet 
indicated puolicly how American 
policy on the critical issue of sup- 
port, for the western bloc will de- 
velop.

dent's advisers at least is to pro- 
vide a comprehensive rather than 
a single-shot program. 


Hence speculation oh the pat- 


tern this nation's political-military 
relations with the western bloc may 
eventually take—subject to Presi- 
dent Truman's approval and de- 
cisions by Congress—include these 
possibilites: 


1. A revival 
of military lend- 
lease.

tanks, which western Europe may 
need from the United States 
to 


gain strength against the Commu- 
nist east will have to be furnished 
by this country free of cost unless 
the Marshall_plan for the economic 
recovery of Europe is to be thrown 
completely off balance. 


2. Formation

and the European countries. 


A prime objective of this would 
be. to make specifically clear to 
the Russians points at which they 
could not attack without bringing 
on war with the United States. 
The form of such an aliance re-

3. Use of military missions.

4. Tighter high-command rela- 
tions. 


One of the wartime organizations

Automatic 
Process 


In small babies the process of 


emptying the bladder is aulomatic. 
As soon as the bladder is stretched 
to a certain point, 
the 
nerves 


carry the message to Ihe spinal 
cord and the bladder is automati- 
cally emptied. 


• Rather gradually 
the 
sensation 


of a full bladder begins to be- 
carried up the brain itself 
and 


when this develops, it is possible 
for the child to control urination. 
Until the message is received in 
the brain, however, it is useless to 
expect 'a 
baby 
to have 
control 


over his bladder functions. 


Bladder control 
comes 
slowly 


and parents should nol be con- 
cerned if their baby does not de- 
velop complete control as soon as 
some other child they know about.
